I would like to thank the Utah Museum of Fine Arts and its generous donors for their 
wonderful support of our elementary school, Parkside Elementary. We recently contacted 
Annie Burbidge Ream, an assistant education curator at the museum, to see if we could tap 
into some of the museum's education resources. After learning of our needs, she went to 
work to provide our students with an amazing art experience! 

Our school is a Title 1 school located in Murray, Utah. Forty-five percent of our 
students receive free school lunch, and our minority enrollment is about 35%. Many of our 
kids come from humble circumstances-- but they are filled with imagination. Art is one of the 
beautiful gifts in life that transcends wealth and class. 

One of our goals at Parkside is to provide more opportunities for students to 
participate in the arts. We decided to put more emphasis on the PTA Reflections program. 
This is where the museum came to our aid. Annie planned a fabulous printmaking activity, 
which she brought to our school. Every student who entered Reflections was invited to 
attend. They were thrilled to get out of class and participate in this fun event. My own 
children came home and tried to recreate what they had learned. 

The museum also provided a bus so that 60 students could visit the museum. The 
two classes with the greatest number of Reflections entries were awarded the field trip. The 
students eagerly looked forward to this trip, and they were not disappointed. When we 
arrived, Gay Lynne and her army of volunteers met us in the education room. There were 12 
docents to guide our 60 students through the museum. This meant that no group had more 
than six students! They really received the royal treatment, with such individualized 
attention. Each group received a unique tour and I could hear them discussing their different 
experiences on the bus-ride home. 

After the tour, one of the docents arranged for our group to eat lunch in the 
business building. This was another highlight for our students as many had never been on a 
university campus before. I loved hearing them chat about where they would like to go to 
college as they munched on their sandwiches and apples. 

In a world where field trips and art programs are slowly disappearing from public 
schools, may I offer my heartfelt gratitude to you for believing such things remain important. 
Our school spends every extra dime on reading aids and software curriculum. Thanks for 
spending your extra dimes on beauty, and joy, and imagination. I have to believe that with 
numbers and letters taken care of, life is really more about art!

It has been said-and I will repeat, although with slightly different 
emphasis-that "art soothes the troubled spirit, and it doesn't hurt 
the untroubled spirit either." In addition to its soothing and 
calming effects, why else do we need art? In our increasingly 
busy lives, we need an island of calm that we can visit whenever 
the pace becomes overwhelming. Art is that island. 

Art makes us uniquely and completely human. Creating art is 
almost primal-at least until we get a bit older and talk ourselves 
out of our ability to create. Art, like language, helps us express 
ourselves; it helps us share information-and even though we 
might not fully understand the language another person is 
speaking through their art, we can try to learn at least a foreign 
word or two. Art helps bridge the gap between cultures; we can 
get a glimpse of another person's existence through their eyes. 
Recent exhibits at the UMFA have definitely been eye opening. 
Thanks to the insightful training offered by staff, I know I've come 
to understand and appreciate how much we can learn when we 
are challenged by artists whose work puts us outside our comfort 
zone. I keep coming back to the idea of learning even a few words 
of their language, however different it might be from our native 
tongue-and how great a return we get on that small investment in 

terms of understanding others. 

I mentioned that art can relax and soothe us, but it can also 
fire us up. We've all had the experience of viewing a piece of art 
that excites our imaginations, brings us a burst of energy and 
enthusiasm, and causes us to rethink our world and 

our place in it. 






I love how a piece inspires reflection or makes us want to 
get up and dance. I especially love how the children 
respond to art, even when their response falls more into the 
"burst of energy" rather than "reflective" category. 

Art tells a stoiy-historical, cultural, even autobiographical. 
It's a slice of time and experience that we can't replicate in 
any other way. As docents, we are encouraged to help our 
students find many ways to tell the story, to bring their 
own experiences to the tale, to engage with the art, make it 
their own and share the results. When this happens, it's 
magic! And it's then we truly realize why we need art in our 
lives and how important it is to have the UMFA with its' 
mission to make art accessible throughout our community 

and state. 

Above all, art is joy-joy in the creation, joy in the 
appreciation, joy in seeing the light, that spark of 
understanding when it appears in the eyes of many of the 
students who tour the museum with a docent. 


Thank you to the director, curators, staff, education 
department, and to you docents and volunteers for 
continuing to make our community more beautiful through 
art, for helping us create joy, for challenging us to think 
and communicate better because we can view amazing art 
every day, for making us smarter, and for affording 
students in Salt Lake City the chance to visit the museum, 
and hopefully, enrich their lives because they were able to 

learn through and about art. 

It is an honor to be a docent and to be a part of the 
UMFA. Thank you all for being here today and have a very 
happy holiday season.

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History of UMFA Volunteer Docents 


The following information was compiled by Lynda Fletcher, 2014-2015 Docent Chair: 


Fall 1976: Ann Day, Museum Educator; and Jean Meuller, Development Officer, place an 
announcement in the "Volunteer Corner" of the Salt Lake City Tribune for interested individuals to 
serve the UMFA as volunteer docents. Seven people respond: Marilyn Barker, Elyse Hutton, Patricia 
Johnson, Margaret McMain, Peggy Nelson, Ruth Roby, Constance Theodore - becoming the first 
docent corps. The museum is housed in the Art and Architecture building on campus. 

The docent training program is in operation by early 1977; the first course is Dr. Lennox Tierney's 
"Survey of Art History." 

Fall 1977 - Spring 1978: Training includes docent techniques for two hours on Tuesday and art 
history lectures for two hours on Thursday. The goal is to have ten fully-trained docents giving tours 
by 1978. 

June 1, 1978: Eight docents receive diplomas awarded by Frank Sanguinetti. 

Fall 1978 - Spring 1979: New docents-in-training help expand the docent corps. June Orme, Ann K. 
Stewart, and Kathe Packard are among those in the new class to receive their diplomas in the spring 
of 1979. Goal is met! 

Fall 1979 - Spring 1980: The docent council is officially organized. Docents are organized into daily 
teams under a team leader. Every docent is responsible for a three-hour commitment per week. 
Marilyn Barker is Docent Chair, and 121 tours for 5,624 people are given from February 1, 1980 to 
July 1980 

Fall 1981-Spring 1982: Touring instructions include "children will raise hands with questions and all 
candy and gum will be collected before touring." Today, we talk about cell phones and taking 
pictures. 

Fall 1983: Bizzie Drinkaus and Marjorie Powis join the new docent class to receive their diplomas. 
Frances Garrett, a member of the docent corps, designs the five-year docent recognition gift of the 
Walking Buddha. 

Fall 1985 - Spring 1986: Cherry Wong and Kathie Zumbro join the docent corps-in-training. Karin 
Brown joins the following year. 

July 1996 - June 1997: 8657 visitors on 181 tours are logged. 

July 1997 to June 30, 1998: 10,655 patrons with 255 tours are recorded. 




Moving Ahead: Plans and construction for the new museum building are announced by Frank 
Sanguinetti in 1998. 


June 1998: Arita Sparks, Anne Dolowitz and Marge Wilson receive their five-year recognition. 


2000 - 2001: Gladys Muren, Esther Quintana, Risa Ashment, Helen Wyatt and Leslie Davis join our 
ranks. 


The Monthly Meeting on November 9, 2000 is a tour of the completed new museum building and is 
conducted by Frank Sanguinetti. Frank retires in 2000 and the Tribune writes, "Frank has a pleasing 
ritual since moving into his new office. Twice each day, when he arrives and again as he leaves, he strolls 
alone through the galleries. A proud father in his glorious new home, Frank comments, "I am filled with 
love. This is the end of my career. I've absolutely no regrets about anything." Frank Sanguinetti passes 
away February 5, 2002. 


2001-2002: we find names such as Janie Rogers, Gay Lynne Sylvies, Yoko Kamaya, Edwina Rosenbusch, 
and Rose Mary Kelly mentioned in our history. 


Today, there are 116 active docents who give tours Tuesday-Sunday and served 10,086 hours in 
2013-2014!
